IN PAST 11 MONTHS

WASHINGTON, June 24.— 
Government tax receipts fell off 
by more than _ $1,000,000,000 
during the 11 months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year, compared with 
& year ago, according to the 
classified collections for May, is- 
sued today by the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau. 

Income and profits taxes for 
the 11 months ended with May 
showed a decrease of $841,000.- 
000, while receipts from trans- 
portation, amusement and other 
miscellaneous taxes declined by 
$193,000,000. 

Taxes collected under the na- 
tional prohibition act increased 
$150,000, while taxes on dis- 
tilled .spirits decreased by $35,- 
000,000. 

Tobacco taxes showed an in- 
crease of $12,000,000.

BERLIN, June 24.—Dr. Walter 
Rathenau, German Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, Was assassinated today. 
The Minister was shot and m= 
stantly killed as he was leaving his — 
residence in Grunewald, a suburb in 
Berlin for the Foreign Office in an 
automobile. The assassins escaped. 
Official announcement of — Dr. 


Rathenau'’s death was made in the see 


Reichstag. 

There were two persons in the au- 
tomobile fram which the shots that 
killed Dr. Rathenau were fired. His 
car was nearing his house and had 
reduced its speed when the machine 


,containing the assassins\was encoun- 


tered. Both the occupants are said 
to have opened fire upon the Foreign 
Minister, who fell to the floor of his 
car fatally wounded, expiring short- 
ly afterward. Large forces of police 
were quickly on the scene and a fir- 
ing squad was dispatched in the di- 
rection the murderers were believed 
to have taken. 

The fatal shot struck Dr. Rath- 
enau In the chin, taking an upward 
course. A half dozen other *hullets 
perforated his hack. The assailants 
also threw handgrenades whith ex- 
ploded in the minister’s car, injur- 
ing his legs and wrecking the bottom 
of the car. 

Was Guest of Houghton. | 

Dr. Rathenau was a guest inst 
night of Alanson B. Houghton. the 
American Ambassador. On receiving 
news of the assassination of the For- 
eign Minister, this morning, the 
American embassy promptly hoisted 
its flag at half mast. 

No clew to the tdentity of the 
murderers had been discovered up to 
noon today. 

News of the assassination reached 
the Reichstag at 11 o'clock, just 
when the com.:ission on taxation 
had convened. Chancellor- Wirth 
announced the assassination, upon 
which pandemonium broke out 
among the varivus par’y groups. 

Two Socialists jumped up and 
shouted to Dr. Melfferich: “You are 
the assassin.” . 

They threatened to pounce upon 
him, and Dr. Helfferich hastily. left 
the committee room.

The Thirty Years War which 
broke out in the year 1618 and 
which ended with the famous treaty 
of Westphalia in 1648 was the p-ar- 
fectly natural result of a century of 
ever increasing religious hatred. It 
was, as I have said, a terrible war.

the struggle ended only when all 
parties had been thoroughly ex- 
hwusted and could fight no longer. 
In less than a generation it turned 
many parts of Central Europe into 
a wilderness, where the hungry 
peasants fought for the carcass of 
a dead horse with the even hungrier 
wolf. Five-sixths of all the German 
towns and villages were destroyed. 
The Palatinate, in western Germany, 
was plundered 28 times. And a popu- 
lation of 18,000,000 people was re- 


‘duced to 4,000,000. 


The hostilities began almost as 
soon as Ferdinand II of the House 
of Habsburg had been elected Em- 
peror. He was the product of a 
most careful Jesuit training and was 
a most obedient and devout son of 
the Church. The vow which he had 
made as a young man, that he would 
eradicate all sects and all heresies 
from his domains, Ferdinand kept 
to the best of his ability. Two days 
before his election, his chief oppo- 
nent, Frederick, the Protestant Elec- 
tor of the Palatinate and a son-in- 
law of James I of England, had 
been made King of Bohemia, in di- 
rect violation of Ferdinand’'s wishes. 

At once the Hapsburg armies 
marched into Bohemia. The young 
King looked in vain for assistance 
against his formidable enemy. The 
Dutch Republic was willing to help, 
but, engaged in a desperate war of 
its own with the Spanish branch of 
Habsburgs, it could do little. The 
Stuarts in England were more in- 
terested in strengthening their 
own absolute power at home than 
spending money and men upon a 
forlorn adventure in far away Bo- 
hemia. After a struggle of a few 
months, the Elector of the Palati- 
nate was driven away and his do- 
mains were given to the Catholic 
house of Bavaria. This was the be- 
ginning of the great war. 

Then the Habsburg armies, under 
Tilly and Wallenstein, fought their 
way through the Protestant part of 
Germany until they had reached 
the shores of the Baltic. A 
Catholic neighbor meant serious 
danger to the Protestant King 
‘of Denmark. Christian IV _ tried 
to defend himself by attacking 
his enemies before they had become 
too strong for him.

The Protestant Danes there- 
upon declared war upon the eae 
estant Swedes who were the allie 
of the Catholic French. whose be 
litical leader, the C ardinal de Rich- 
elieu, had just deprived the Hucue- 
nots (or F rench Protestants) of those 
rights of public worship which the 
Edict of Nantes of the year 1598 
had guaranteed them. 

The war, after the habit of such 
encounters, did not decide anything, 
when it came to an end with the 
treaty of Westphalia in 1648. The 
Catholic Powers remained Catholic 
and the Protestant Powers stayed 
faithful to the doctrines of Luther 
and Calvin and Zwineli. The Swiss 
and Dutch Protestants were recog- 
nized as independent republics 
France kept the cities of Metz and 
Toul and Verdun and a part of the 
Alsace.

When buildine costs are discussed. wages and material 
prices are usually the subjects of disagreement, one or _ 
other gilting the chief blame, according to the individu 
inclination or the peculiar experience of each person. 


The United States Department of Labor. which keeps up 2 
Bureau of Labor Statisties for the purpose of throwing light 
h controversies, has gone into this question. It has found 

that. in the rears during and simce the war, there have been 
‘“radieal"’ changes in the wage rates of the building trades, 
but that the changes in building material prices have been 


“spectacular.” 


Taking the figures of 1913 as a basis of estimate, the De 
partment finds that wage rates have experienced no such wide 
fluctuation as have material prices. In the large cities, the

FROM THE “MOVIES’s

Or Should She Adapt Herself to the Situation an 
Go With Her Family and Get More Joy Out of Life?

MOTHER bewailed the fact that 
Av children are crazy for the 

movies and their father, too, 
and I can do nothing with them.” She 
went on to tell how they were always 
begging to go to the neighborhood 
picture houses, and she is anxious tc 
know how to stop them. 

I would say to this mother that 
she might as well try to stop the 
winds. She may use forcible means 
to keep them from going to the 
movies. but the longing will be 
there just the same. 

Besides, it is not only foolish, but 
unjust, to take away the hunger for 
this form of amusement which is so 
prevalent. The thing for this mother 
to do is to adapt herself to the situ- 
ation and go with her family. Per- 
haps she, too, will become 4 “movie 
fan.” Perhaps she, too, will forget 
about the kitchen and the cooking 
and the baking and the household. 
Perhaps it will stir her dormant im- 
agination and give her more of a joy 
in life. | 

Of course we have with us always 
the joykillers who are forever prating 
about the great harm of the movies, 
but lose sight of the enormous hap- 
piness that they create. They dwell 
too much on the problem of the en- 
terprise and do not pay enough at- 
tention to the pleasure that is de- 
rived. 

I believe that the movie has done 
more to lift sordid souls out of the 
drudgery of their existence into the 
plane of better and more. joyous 
things than any other one medium in 
our modern civilization. 

Of course there are baneful and 
Geplorable conditions. There are 
plays that should never be shown. 
There are incidents in photoplays 
that ought to be eliminated, and the 
day is not far distant when the unde- 
sirable elements in the business will 
be abolished. Yet, on the whole, the 
wholesome effect on every member 
ef the family of a good movie cannot 


for the children the best that is pro 
vided, as far as possible. 

What the movie means to the mid- 
dle-aged and old people cannot be es- 
timated—people who had little or no 
form of amusement whatever. What 
the picture has done for the folks 
in the rural districts is also an item 
of great value to the community. I 
know a young woman living in 4 very 
small place whose reason was actual- 
ly saved by her ability to get to the 
pictures occasionally. She had had 
great trouble in her family, and ner 
mind was taken away from her dif- 
ficulties, and the few hours she spent 
in seeing a play gave her just the re- 
lief she needed until she could prop- 
erly adjust herself. 

I know an old lady with hair as 
white as snow who looked forward to 
the twice-a-week moving picture as 
she did to her religious service, She 
hadn’t smiled for years because of 
sorrows that had come to her. And 
this diversion actually gave her a 
new lease on life. Not only this, but 
the would return home from seeing 
the silent drama and tell all she had 
enjoyed to her invalid husband who 
had been a shut-in for years. 


And thus I could go on telling | the dainty outline of her face in the 


many instances of the joy that has 
come to thousands of people through 
the advent of this constantly develop- 
ing form of pastime. 

There are hungry hearts who have 
never had romance or adventure and 
who never will have it, but who live 
it at least during the hours they are 
in the picture theater. Every woman 
lives the life of the heroine and every 
man the hero. He sees himself there 
and his heart is gladdened. 

Oh, yes, I feel very strongly about 
the wealth of joy that comes from 
the movies. They have filled a long- 
felt want,-and there is much to be 
hoped for in their development. The 
worth-while people in the industry 
are realizing the enormous responsi- 
bility that rests with them in the 
opportunities for good that confront 
them, and are working toward bet- 
terment. 

As for the bad influences, it is but 
a question of time until they will 
have ushered themselves out. The 
members of the family should not be 
deterred from a moderate use of the 
movies, but rather encouraged.
